PURPOSE: To enable a movable lens to have brake performance characteristic 
at an optimal position according to its kind. 

CONSTITUTION: Lenses constituting part of a lens system are movable lenses 
which move ■ in the direction of an optical axis by lens driving means. The 
kind, of such a movable lens is detected by a lens detection means 10. A signal 
from the lens detection signal 10 is inputted by a brake control means, so that 
the brake performance ^characteristic of braking a movable lens at its stroke 
end is changed. The braking position is thus changed according to the kind 
of a movable lens.

PURPOSE: To enable the sensitivity setting in a wide range by providing plural 
basic sensitivity setting circuits consisting of mutually different sensitivity setting 
elements, each being for the basic sensitivity in an individual area, and setting 
a specified basic sensitivity by combination. 

CONSTITUTION: A basic sensitivity setting circuit is formed which sets a sensitiv- 
ity by having conduction or not. having it in one or more of capacitors C5, 
C6 connected in parallel. Another basic sensitivity setting circuit is formed 
which changes one step by one step divided voltages of switching voltage set 
by resistances R25-R27 as steps of lens opening. Each of these basic sensitivity 
setting circuits sets a basic sensitivity in an individual area. Accordingly, a 
wide range of sensitivity is thus automatically set directly for logarithmic sub- 
ject brightness signal currents detected by photoelectric elements, thereby control- 
ling the electric shutter.

PURPOSE: To provide a camera film stop control device which stops each photo- 
graphic picture of film, accurately at a specified position, which has a necessary 
minimum perforation to secure a sufficient information storing region on the 
film. 

CONSTITUTION: It comprises a first perforation detection means 1, 2 for detecting 
perforation provided in film, a timing means 9 for measuring the time required 
to feed film, a 'deceleration signal generation means 10 which obtains a specific 
timing prior to the detection of perforation by the first perforation detection 
means 1, 2 on the basis of results of timing means 9 and generates a decelera- 
tion signal by the obtained timing, and a feed control means 8 for decelerating 
a film feed speed in a film feed means 6, 7 upon receiving the deceleration 
signal and stopping film feed in the film feed means 6, 7 upon detection of 
perforation by the first perforation detection means 1, 2. 
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
